wide front in the Cambrai sector Fri­ 
day morning, but were repulsed after 
heavy fighting, in which the attackers 
sustained great losses, according to 
the official 
statement. To the south­ 
ward, in the region of Gonnelieu, the 
enemy entered

The exposition this year is the big­ 
gest in its history—so big it has out­ 
grown its usual quaffers and over­ 
flown from the main amphitheatre at 
the Union Stockyards, into Dexter 
Dark pavilion. 


Nearly 5,000 pure-bred cattle, hogs 
and sheep are on 
exhibition. 
They 
come from every state in the union 
and from many parts 
of Canada. 
Illinois and Iowa head the entry list. 
There are no European exhibits this 
year, Iwcause of the submarine me­ 
nace. 


The exposition this year comes at 
a time when the government, through 
the food administration, is seeking to 
encourage farmers 
to greater 
meat 
production by assuring them a fair 
minimum hog price, 
based 
on the 
market value of their feed corn. 


No small factor in this increased 
production will be the employment of 
pure-bred animals, together with ex­ 
pel t knowledge in the care and breed­ 
ing of these. 
The 
exposition

furnish a course in this, commetisu- 
late with the education of army offi- 
1 vers in military training camps.

No con­ 
sideration of honor or justice or bu 
inanity was to be allowed to Interfere 
with It. 
Maximilian Burden, editor ‘ 
of the German weekly palier lulled. 
“The Future,’ is a man who shouts 
with the crowd. Now he Is for peace. 
(Now he attacks the kaiser aud Junker- 
dom for failing to keep their promised 
of victory. 
But, when the German 
people believed In those promises, 
when they thought it possible that 
their claim to world-domlnation might 
ta# made good. Harden told them. ‘The 
whole question Is one of force.’ 
Who* 
•ever had strength should use it. 
‘II 
we want to secure the position In the 
world which Is our due, we must trust 
to our sword,’ wrote General von Bern- 
hardi, whose books were distributed 
In enormous numbers throughout Her 
many. Bismarck had taught the aauiS 
hideous doctrine. 
‘Not by speeches 
and resolutions of majorities are the 
mighty problems of the age to lie 
solved, but only by blood and Iron.’ 
“And the chief of these ‘mighty 
problems’ was the problem how Prus­ 
sia could obtain what was culled In 
the writings of UM ‘worid-domlnatluu’ 


advocate, Atleln-herrschaft, ‘wile lord­ 
ship.’ 
The dream was that the Ger­ 
mans under Prussian guidance should 
treat the whole world us they treated 
French Alsace Lorraine; aa they treat­ 
ed Danish Schleswig Holstein, as they 
treated Polish Posen. 
The German Doctrine. 
“Germany, uuder Prussian guidance, 
has cbutU-uged the right of men and 
women to live as they choose to live, 
their tight to freedom to develop In 
their own way, their right to pursue 
happiness 
according 
to 
their 
own 
Ideas. 
‘Be German or we wiil crush 
iou,’ the Prussians said to the people 
of the conquered territories which I 
nave mentioned. 
That is what they 
would say to the people of the United 
States lf they could. 
They did tiurtr 
heat to Germanize the United States 
during peace, lf they were to ba Vic­ 
torious in Europe, they would soon be 
attempting to accomplish this by m ak­ 
ing war. 
“American soldiers are being sent to 
Europe to prevent the invasion of tm* 
United States. 
They will fight the 
Germans in France in order to avoid 
having to fight them at Boston or Chi­ 
cago or in California, by subscribing 
to the Bed Cross fund you can help to 
safeguard your home aud your right 
to live na you wish to live. These can­ 
not be safe while the Prussian threat 
of world domination throws a dark 
shudow across the sun of liberty. Give 
all you can afford, iu your own inter­ 
est, as well as to mitigate the suffer­ 
ing of jour brave soldiers. 
The help 
of everyone is needed lf the peril ii 
to be turned forever aside.’’
